IN ITS 1973 ANNUAL REPORT, FBI NOTES INCREASED 
AMERICAN TRAVEL TO CHINA, AND SAYS AGENCY MUST 
TAKE COGNIZANCE OF "FACT THAT SUCH TRAVELERS COULD 
COME TO THE ATTENTION OF PRC INTELLIGENCE." FBI 
SPOKESMAN DECLINES REVEAL NUMBER OF TRAVELERS TO 
PRC QUESTIONED OR IF ANY PRC THREATS TO AMERICAN

19. HEARST’S KINGSBURY SMITH (BALTO N-A, FEB. 6) 

IN PARIS REPORTS SECRET DIPLOMATIC DEVELOPMENTS, 
INVOLVING PRC, FRANCE, US, UK AND USSR, FOLLOWING 
PRC SEIZURE OF PARACELS. SAYS FIRST MOVE WAS VISIT 
BY PRC AMBASSADOR TO FRENCH FONOFF TO ASCERTAIN FRENCH 
POSITION IN RESPECT TO PRC CLAIM TO PARACELS, IMPLICA- 
TION BEING WHETHER FRANCE WANTED TO BE FRIENDS WITH 
PRC. (WHEN IT RULED INDOCHINA, REPEATEDLY GOF MAINTAINED 
THAT PARACELS BELONGED TO VN). FRANCE TOOK EVASIVE 
STAND, TELLING PRC ENVOY THAT IT DID NOT WISH TO 
BECOME INVOLVED. SMITH SAYS THIS POSITION COULD 
NOT HAVE BEEN ENTIRELY PLEASING TO EITHER PRC OR 
VN. VULNERABLE TO PEKING PRESSURE BECAUSE OF HONG 
KONG, UK DECIDED TO SIDE WITH PRC, ABANDONING NOT 

ONLY ITS PREVIOUS CLAIM TO ISLANDS BUT PROMISING

RELATIONSHIP WITH THE US, DIFFERING PHILOSOPHIES 
PROHIBITING COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN THE ASIAS; AND 
JAPAN IS AT DISADVANTAGE IN WORLD COMMUNICATION 
BECAUSE OF DIFFERENT CULTURAL ASSUMPTIONS, STYLE 
AND LANGUAGE. SEES AS SAVING GRACE FOR JAPAN FACT 
THAT THE "WORLD HAS SHARED INTERESTS THAT FORCE 
SHARED APPROACHES TO PROBLEMS.” KISSINGER
